{han the interests of the British nation, It would be an in. 
suit to this great, this glorious people, to suppose that their 
representatives were sent to the Heuse of Commons to en. 
courage the p!ayful ferocity of a hardened politician, The 
nobler portion of the nation are certainjy not members of 
either House: the better educated, the more enlightened, 
and the more wealthy, at least the mere independant, are to 
be found without the walls ef Parliament. You are (ard 
what dishonest manis nol?) an enemy toRefurm. Butyou 
shall be told, Sir, that the extreme necessity of Reform, and 
of choosing eur representatives from some other classes of 
society, was never so decidedly shewn as in the rec ptten 
of your speech. If Mr. Canning was, on a former occasion’, 
applauded for saying, that the coustitution of that Asem. 
bly could not be bad, which ** worked so xvedé in practice’ 
is to admit of the selection of such men as Ar. Windham 
and Mr. ilorner, bam sure it is to be allowed me to say, 
that the assembly can have no feelings or opinions. in com.

Such an unqualified attempt, not to vindicate but to 
make light of acts of tyranny and cruelty, would, io an 
assembly of free Rome, have becn answered witha A agger, 
When the Republic was overthrown, the most odious “and 
frantic of the Emperors, did, indeed, amuse himself in your 
way, Sir, and indulged his turn for “talking and trifling by 
declamatory defences and accusations of cul prits, in pre- 
sence of his slavish Senate. Between your apologies for 
Oliver and your other coadjutors in office, and your in- 
vectives against your state prisoners, you complete the 
parallel: or, if = displeased wi! h Caligula, you may 
prefer arivalry with the othir Cwsar, who, directing the 
punishment of some old men, told the executioner to number 
them out frem lald head to bald head, 

You sce, Sir, that you are not quite original, ever in your 
facctious assaults upon old age, You said soi [ob 
Serve, about the misapplication of popuiar complaints to the 
present state of the country ; and you used the remarkable 
allusion, that they were not less out of time and place than 
it would have been to discourse about ‘Tarquin and Brutus 
in the days of Imperial Rome. 

I shall overlook the pleasant comparison between the 
present state of Eugland and that of Rome after she had Tost 
her libertics.

The philosophy of san has generally been cultivated by Thevlogians why 
were ignorantot ty dy, or by Physicians, who were ignorant of mind. It 
was Aristotle f believe, that first saw the necessity of joining them both, i 
order more toimple tely to understand human nature, But the phenome rut 
of the material world were but little known in his age, he rather pointed out 
the way, than set the example of following it himself, 


Among stimany natural causes which operate in the intellectual world, to 
affect the mind and manners of mankind, the natture of the goccrument 
they live under, is the most important of all; and as the crunes aud pau- 
perisms sy abundantly and conspicuously prove, the tures imposed by the 
vyovernmest Cume in for a principal share of the general effect. 


This is a view of taxation that seems to have escaped the attention of oi 
our politicians, except the two tron whom [ have selected my mottos, who, 
in this important particular, have nu equal—indeed, it is only in this porti- 
cular, that itis worthany consideration at alle —To look at it Mirougltthe me 
dium of Whigcism or Toryism, may answer the purpose of 4 party or a tac- 
tion, why set up acavil, and an opposition for the sae of a share in the 
collection itself. That every State must have some sort of taxes, every 
oue will allow, bat when it takes so much, and in so many ways, as to 
produce general misery, which we know from daily experience, produces 
inumerable crimes, that State is then in no better condition, than if it 
were governed by a gang of thieves or freebooters,

Instead of statesmen racking their brains for variety and multiplicity of

‘Lhe writer of asily novel, or a sichly sentimental poem, which 
produces the same effect cn the mid, as drrm-arinking Coes on the bs dy, 
feels but litule of it; but to the man of science, whose sale scarcely pays 
bis expences, they aie ase rious and severe burthen. All datics on te reign 
books, ares disgrace to the nation which imposes them. Tow tew ore the 
books wttich can possibly be inportea into any Nation since so few cai read 
thems is it wise then to deny to those tew the means of ucquanitng Lisesaa- 
selves with the facts and discoveries of distinguished foreigners,*
